;on "Some Recent Development! in 
Submarine Acoustics." 
I Until a few ypRrs ago, the only 
acoustic signals in practical use were 
the fog signals installed as aids to 
navigation in various parts of the 
world. The Canadian Oovernnienl, 
through its adoption of the .Soiihey 
rliaiWiune has probabl> the most effi- 
cient equipment in exiaience, but ow- 
ing to the unsteady condition of the 
atmosphere,; attention has been di- 
rected 10 the problem of giilimarine 
algnalllttB. This dates from the ex- 
periments of CttlUdon and Sturm In 
the Lake of (îenevs, and o( Ute yeara 
subimrrlne bella. operatad by elec- 
i tricttjr and compreated air, have beSn 
I much emptoyad. The aignals are re- 
ceived by a mIcrophoBe of the loose 
carbon conUct type, which, in ^order 
to élimina^ - noisa, frç placed In cast- 
iro.n tanks, one op; aach aide. of the 
vesa«l„Ju«t wUhtii-^a akin plating. 
It is a remarkabla t«ot that In water 
there are «harp sound ahadowa, and 
advantace is taken of this to «at«r- 
mine the direction of the source of 
sound, by a proceaa of .awinglnt ship, 
until the sound ia of the same inten- 
sity on both aides of the vessel. 

However, the aubmarlne bell ia very 
Inefficient, and various achemaa were 
tried in the hope ;0f improving It. 
Theae were mostly baaed on the prin- 
ciple of causing a thin diaphragm to 
vibrate, by aome electro.mafnetlc de- 
vice, and no sticcess was attained until 
Pessenden introduced the plan of hav- 
ing a very thick diaphragm of large 
srea. Owing to Uie great danalty of 
water, no part of the apparatua can 
depend on the action between two 
colls, no matter how carefully wound 
and Impregnated, an they would break 
up under the" Btr«M. : l^eaden, 
therafore.'amployad a copper ring 
lifidly faataaed ttf the diaphragm, and 
which vibrates under the action of the 
induced currents. Theae oaclllatora 
mnrked a new stage in the génération 
of sound signala^ 

Tenta were carried out oa a Tesael 
belonging to Uie United BUtea Oov- 
emment, and aa a raault of theae it 
waa claimed that aouadlnga could .^r 
taken with this agtBSntua by observ- 
ing the Interval between the emission 
of the signal and the arrival of the 
echo from the bottom of the ocean. It 
waa claimed that Icebergs could be 
detected in the same manner. 

Dr. King carried out teata with an 
apparatua of this type belonging to 
jthe SuWaTlne Signal Company, on 
jthe r.G.S. "Cartier." under the aus- 
pice.1 of the Naval Depjirtraent, to see 
whether the present great expense of 
I aoun^ln'gs could not be redticed. There 
I were two ' different plans employed. 
First, the oscillator was used both as 
a transmitter and as a recelvei-. the 
interval between the despatch of the 
signal and the return of the echo be- 
ing meaffured on an electric chrono- 
graph, which first emitted the signal 
and then afterwards connected the 
■oscillator to a telephone. Thi!> was 
! unsuccessful, as no r.gro of sound could 
be obUined in the telephone owing to 
I the capacity Af the electrical !.j"tem 
and the fact that the oscillator con- 
I tinned to vibrate for seme time after 
th^" first signal. . •

I phone was used as a recelrer, and this

t|>rii., .MacniilLxn, M.A., Ph.D. (Har- 
vai'd) was, previous to the war, as- 
sistant professor of English In the 
Arts Faculty. When hostilities broke 
out he proceeded overseas as a lieu- 
tenant In the McOIll Siege Battery. 
He has since been raised, to the rank 
of captain, In recognition of his sterl- 
ing qualities as a soldier, and is still 
sen'ing with the Canadian Artillery. 

The stories that compose this book 
are collected from amon^ old folk- 
aoniita and folk-tales. Like the stories 
of the Orltpm brothers, of Andersen, 
D'Aulnoy, and others, this collection 
will open up new avenues of delight 
to children, as well as to grown-ups.

"Canada," the author reminds us, "Is 
a country with a romantic past," and 
thiae Btorlea have been collected from 
tales and legends "still reverently be- 
lieved In by the Canadian Indians," 
and from storirs "still told with seri- 
ousness aroimd camp fires, in forests 
and on plains, upon the sen and by 
cottage h^rtha." 

Tho book 'is written with" charming 
simplicity, and Capt. Macmillan has 
Impartrid to It the atmosphere of its 
birth, of the forester and prairies of 
the great North Americat^ Continent.

SOMETHING ELSE. 

' There has been a determined effort durinfii the past few weeks, 
thraugh the medium of our paper, to stimulate interest in College 
activities. That our efforts have not been in vain is shown by the 
fact that practically all of the clubs and societies about the Univer- 
sity are once more taking their place in Student life, some of which 
have been dormant since the beginning of the war. This mani 
festation of spirit on the pai*t of the Students, is indeed, encourag- 
ing to those in, whose hands the direction of the activities are 
placed. 

There is something else which is very apt to be overlooked by 
the average Student when actively engaged in the social life about 
the University. The first and most important reason for coming 
to College is to obtain a proper education, asid the plans of eveiy 
Student, shojay be njade a^Y4^ng]y.^ Altjjpugh the Student acti- 
vities cisrtiftinly do )**fori in tte education of 
the College man,^ yet' f hey "arronly mf^^ must not be af- 
lowed to obscuire the 'principal - ônér oiij^ Work. The 
Student who participates in the social life aboût the College to the 
extent of lieglecting his studies is certainly not laying the founda- 
tion for a proper coui'se in after life, even though he does not con- 
sider whether or not he will be able to pass his examinations. 

This tendency to neglect work in thé early part of the session 
is^pii^aient, principally, among the Freshmen; nevertheless, it is 
^éHn a large part to the Upper Classmen that this is so. There 
seems to be a certain type of individual aljout the University who 
delights in impressing the First Year men with tales of their ex- 
•ploits about the College in past years. These men seem to delight 
in treating with' contempt any suggestion that they did any 
work. Young men who are just beginning to form their 
habits for life cannot but be influenced by the opinions of men who 
are their seniors. A serious i-esponsibility is laid upon the should- 
,ers of any man who gives them a start in the wrong direction. 

No one can get through his course without doing a certain 
amount of College work. Examinations are still .some distance 
off, but the wise Student will not put off his work until it is too 
late. The rule x-egarding the survival of the fittest is applicable 
to' Students as well as to the world in general. 



At a "shop-talk" given by a famous 
literary organization, three of the 
members were asked to lead the <lls- 
oussiM on the subject of the value of 
a tiook review, each from a different 
angle. The' first apeaker took the po- 
sition that the review which appeared, 
even in the best known newspapers 
was an actual damage to the sale of 
the volume so rsT:iewed. He claimed 
that if lavourably consiJered ' by the 
reviewer, enough of the story was told 
to deaden the literary appetite of the 
prospective purchaser; if unfavour- 
ably, then, of course, the book was in- 
jured. 

The second speaker believed thaX 
any review, favourable or otherwise 
helped the sale of a book. Publicity 
was what a book needed, and the value 
of a review was simply a question of 
degree. The third speaker conteoded 
that press notices affected the sale 
neither one way nor the other— that 
the reading public made' up its own 
mind, regardless of the likes or the 
dislikes of the individual reviewer, 
and that purchasiùv selected their vol- 
umes from the publishers' lists or :.t 
the .bookstalls, rather than from the 
literary page of their favourite news- 
paper. 

The fact that there could be a dts-. 
cussion upon this subject is an indict- 
ment of the prscent system of reviews, 
which is the result of chance evolu- 
tion rather than intelligent construc- 
tion. Those newspapers which solicit 
"review copies" consider themselves 
bound to give each volume some at 
tention— in fact, the amount of book 
advertising would promptly diminish 
were they to do otherwise. To give 
adequate attention to all the books 
i-cvcited would be an absolute im- 
possibility, but an attempt if made to 
do this, with the result already noted 
The remedy is a Mmple one, if the 
literary editor is able to separate him- 
self uum the advertising department; 
review only those volumes which are 
worth reviewing. .Make the fact that 
a book Is given the dignity cf a review 
stand as a compliment in Itself, Let 
t^e so-called review assume the con- 
structive value of a critique, make it 
an analysi ; rather than a photograph, 
for lue camera has no understanding. 

Martin Luther .says, "Every great 
book is an action, and every great 
action is a book." Perhaps a growing 
author has made hla great action into 
only an almost great book. A real 
reviewer will recognize this fact, and 
can play his part, by constructive crit- 
icism, in bringing that author into hi-, 
own. The literary editor of any newa 
paper is bsund to live up to the re 
aftonBibllity he assumes in dealing 
w;th" literary progeny, rather than 
with cottoii or shoes. Tn his hands 
lie great polcntialities which careless- 
by or inadequately expresed are far' 
reaching in their effects.

, Is someone over-estimating you '! If that is true it'is nothing 
about which you have cause to be vairi. The best thing to do is 
to work harder than ever to live up to the value that has been put, 
upon you and your work. 

How inany of us, who pride ourselves on a clear comprehen- 
sion of things, are keen enough to see the satire in .unmerited 

praise, when that praise is coming our way? 

Perhaps we hàye written a theme which is vei-y ordinary. 

Our professor and critic happens to read it after a satisfying meal. 
The result is that he eyes the manuscript favourably, finds some 
gleam of truth in it, and in his contented state, satisfied with him- 
self and the worid in general, marks the work with a high rating 
and uses up two or three lines in complimenting the author. Many 
times his praise would be better merited if bestowed on the cook 
Wl^ concocted tlie chocolate sauce or tasty pie. 

•There are a few people who realize the true value of their own 
work enough to know what praise they have earned and what they 
have gained without good cause. The rest of us belong to the 
great majority, who, the moment they receive commendation from 
any souixe, immediately start for" the nearest hat-shop to purchase 
a new covering for their heads. — ^Daily Kansan.
